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The Killam Program 


The Killam Scholarships of the Canada Council are 
to support scholars of exceptional ability engaged 
in research projects of far reaching significance. 


The Killam Scholarships have been made possible 
through a bequest of Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam, and 
through a gift made by Mrs. Killam prior to her death. 


Three categories of awards are offered under the 
Killam Program: 


1 Senior Research Scholarships; 
2 Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships; 
3 |.W. Killam Memorial Scholarships. 


“My purpose in establishing the Killam trust is to help 
in the building of Canada’s future by encouraging 
advanced studies. Thereby | hope to increase the 
scientific and scholastic attainments of Canadians, 
to develop and expand the work of Canadian uni- 
versities and to promote sympathetic understanding 
between Canadians and the people of other coun- 
tries”.

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Killam Senior Research Scholarships 


Purpose 

Senior Research Scholarships are offered ona 
competitive basis in support of research in any of the 
following broad fields: 


Humanities 
Social Sciences 
Inter-disciplinary studies 


Studies linking any of the sciences, medicine or 
engineering with any of the social sciences or 
humanities. 


The Canada Council does not wish at this point to 
define priorities or to exclude any areas of research. 


A Senior Research Scholarship is offered in support 
of a coherent project with aclearly stated objective 
and a well defined plan for reaching that objective 
and not as a subsidy for the overall research or teach- 
ing program of a department, institute or centre. 


Senior Research Scholarships are intended to sup- 
port independent research initiated by a scholar or 

a group of scholars. They are made to a principal 
investigator. An application must be submitted by 
the principal investigator, and not by his institution 
or organization. Team projects are accepted on con- 
dition that one person assumes the responsibility of 
acting as principal investigator. 


Applications for Senior Research Scholarships are 
judged according to the following criteria: 


potential contribution to the development of know- 
ledge in the specific area; 


potential contribution to the advancement of Cana- 
dian scholarship in the field; 


degree of innovation, originality; 


clarity of formulation of research problems and 
hypotheses; 


appropriateness of research strategy and methods 
to objectives of the project; 


accessibility of required data; 
feasibility of schedule; 


qualifications and experience of applicant(s) and 
project personnel. 


It should be noted that Killam Senior Research Scho- 
larships cannot be offered to all worthy applicants, 
but only to those who, in the opinion of the Killam 
Committee, are outstanding. 
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Eligible candidates: 

Although Senior Research Scholarships are designed 
primarily to meet the needs of career scholars in 
Canadian universities, private scholars and research- 
ers not employed by a university may qualify if their 
proposals meet scholarly standards as to the merit 

of the project and the competence of the applicant. 


Whenever possible, the research should be conducted 
within a university or research institution which has 
given an adequate indication of its interest in the 
candidate’s program and of its willingness to provide 
basic facilities and other forms of assistance. If the 
scholar is a Canadian citizen, the award may be used 
for study or research in Canada and elsewhere. 
Scholarships granted to candidates who are not 
Canadian citizens can be used only in Canada. 


Awards are offered in the expectation that scholars 
will continue to contribute to the Canadian academic 
community upon completion of their project. Accor- 
dingly, an application from a Canadian who is resident 
abroad will be considered only if the subject of re- 
search is of special interest to Canada or if his foreign 
residence is clearly temporary and evidence is pro- 
vided that he will return to Canada on a specified 
date. Evidence should include not only a statement 
from the applicant but a statement from a university 
indicating that the scholar has a firm appointment 
beginning on the stated date. 


A landed immigrant must present evidence of his 
intention to stay in Canada after the period covered 
by the award, and if the applicant is a faculty mem- 
ber at a Canadian university, a statement from the 
university that he has a firm appointment is required. 


Eligibility of other personnel: 

Graduate students engaged on research projects 
must be either Canadian citizens or landed immi- 
grants, except where the nature of the projects or 
the lack of qualified personnel justifies exceptions. 
Exceptions must be authorized by Council. 


Canada Council doctoral fellowship holders may not 
in addition be paid as research assistants out of funds 
provided by the Canada Council in support of Killam 
Senior Research projects, although the direct costs 
related to their work as research assistants on a 
project may be eligible for support. 


Other personnel working for salary without expecta- 
tion of academic benefit from their participation may 
be employed in accordance with policies acceptable 
to the university. 
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How to apply: 

Requests must be submitted on Killam Senior Re- 
search Scholarship application forms, which can be 
obtained at the universities or from the Canada Coun- 
cil. Only one copy is required; the applicant should 
keep a duplicate copy in his own files. Upon receipt 
of an application, the Council will return a copy of the 
first page to the applicant as notice of receipt. On it 
will be stamped an application number which should 
be used in all further communications about the pro- 
ject. Applicants are requested to inform all collabora- 
tors of the number which has been assigned. 


Letters or briefs will not be accepted in lieu of pro- 
perly completed application forms. 


Applications must be typed. The top copy should be 
sent to the Council. The applications must be xeroxed 
to be sent to assessors. Therefore, handwritten or 
carbon copies cannot be accepted since they do not 
provide the assessors with legible documents. 


All applicants, including those scholars well-known 
to other members of the academic community, are 
expected to present full details of their research pro- 
ject in order to ensure a fair and thorough evaluation 
of its merits by assessors. A bibliography covering 
related research should be included when applicable. 
While some types of research can be fully described 
on the five pages allowed in the application forms, 
the applicant should not hesitate to use additional 
sheets in order to provide all relevant information. 


When applying to the Killam Program, the applicant 
is asked to submit a brief example (such as an off- 
print of a published article) of previous work related 
to the proposed project. 


If the applicant wishes to append printed or mimeo- 
graphed supplementary documents, he is requested, 
if at all possible, to supply 6 copies of each. 


Applications from members of university faculties 
must bear not only the signature of the head of de- 
partment, but also an authorized signature on behalf 
of the university (usually the Dean of Graduate Studies 
or the Director of Research Grants Administration), to 
indicate the university’s awareness of the research 
plans of the applicant and its willingness to adminis- 
ter the grant. 
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Closing date for applications: 

The Killam Senior Research Scholarship competition 
is held once a year. The application deadline is 
October 1st. The applicant will be informed of the 
results of the competition five months after that date. 


Length of tenure: 

The Canada Council will consider requests in the 
first instance for scholarship support extending over 
a period of up to two years. A full report of activities 
must accompany requests for support for the second 
year, which will be subject to evidence of satisfactory 
progress. Requests for continuing support will be 
considered. 


Value: 

Senior Research Scholarships provide stipends for 
principal investigators when the nature of the project 
justifies release from academic duties; such stipends 
will be commensurate with rates of remuneration 
prevailing at Canadian universities and will include 
the costs of fringe benefits usually paid by the uni- 
versities, up to a maximum of 10% of stipend. In 
addition, research expenses will be provided inclu- 
ding the costs of research assistants, technical and 
clerical services, computer costs when applicable, 
equipment, materials and supplies, and travel (inclu- 
ding that of immediate dependents, when required). 
Supplements for summer stipends will not be enter- 
tained. It should be noted that the Senior Research 
Scholarship program is designed primarily to sup- 
port scholars in their research. It is not directed to- 
wards the establishment or general maintenance of 
research institutes or centres. 


Equipment and supplies: 

Reasonable amounts are allowable for stationery, 
postage and telephone calls and so on, as well as for 
the purchase of special material such as cards, tapes, 
etc., provided they are directly related to the project. 
It is expected that the university will provide space 
and standard office equipment (filing cabinets, type- 
writers, etc.). 


The Council is willing to provide disposable supplies 
within reason and non-disposable supplies such as 
tape recorders or cameras on condition that the ap- 
plicant, having first ascertained that these are not 
available in his department or university, can assure 
the Council of the need for special purchase. The 
same regulation applies to laboratory equipment. All 
non-disposable items provided by the Council become 
the property of the university. For computer costs, 

an estimate from the computer centre is required. 
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Costs excluded: 
The following items are not accepted as eligible costs 
in a research budget: 


Income for relatives or dependents. 
Contribution to university overhead. 


General reference books and materials; additions 
to personal or departmental libraries; teaching 
material. 


Costs incurred before the Council makes its deci- 
sion on ascholarship. 


Standard office equipment. 


Selection procedures: 

Applications for Killam Senior Research Scholarships 
are sent for critical assessment to specialists chosen 
for their expertise in the area of research presented 
in the proposal. (For assessment criteria, see section 
entitled ‘“‘Purpose’’). They are then scrutinized and 
appraised according to their relative merit by a spe- 
cial committee composed of eminent scholars. 


In some cases, applicants will be asked to come to 
Ottawa for interview with the Killam Committee. 


The recommendations of the Killam Committee must 
be approved by the Canada Council. 


Comments made by assessors and by the Killam 
Committee will not be forwarded to unsuccessful 
candidates. 


Note: Unsuccessful applications will not be transfer- 
red to the Research Grants Program of the Canada 
Council. However, applications that are eligible under 
the regular program may be resubmitted to the Coun- 
cil. (See the Council’s publication entitled “‘Guide to 
Applicants for Research Grants’’). 


Conditions of holding a scholarship: 

Killam Senior Research Scholarships are made on the 
understanding that investigators agree to observe 
any specific conditions attached to the award as weil 
as the general policies and procedures outlined here- 
in. The Council reserves the right to withdraw awards 
after due notice if it is found that the conditions are 
not being observed or if the project no longer seems 
viable. 


The Council also reserves the right to make payment 
of a Killam Senior Research Scholarship conditional 
upon receipt of evidence a) that the scholar has been 
able to arrange access to sources of material (such 
as archives, libraries, documentary collections) or 

b) that persons he wishes to interview are available 
and willing or c) that if the intended research is on 

a sensitive topic, the scholar has obtained permission 
from the relevant authorities to undertake his project. 
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Data collected with Canada Council assistance must 
eventually be made available for the use of others, 
subject to the maintenance of confidentiality of in- 
formation and the right to privacy. 


Any research equipment or library material purchased 
with the proceeds of a Killam Senior Research Scho- 
larship are to become the property of the university. 


Grant-holders are expected to fulfill any conditions 
established by the university with regard to Killam 
Senior Research Scholarships provided these do not 
contravene the policies and regulations of the Canada 
Council. 


Payment of scholarship: 

Awards are normally paid to the university or to the 
institution with which an applicant is associated, to 
be disbursed to or on behalf of the recipient for the 
purposes specified in his application. 


A grant may be paid directly to a private scholar. 


When an award is to be paid in several accountable 
advances the first is issued when the grantee sends 
in his request for payment. Later instalments will be 
paid upon receipt of his request accompanied by a 
statement of expenditures to date and a brief account 
of the activities carried out during the preceding 
period. 


A scholarship holder shall be liable to reimburse the 
Council for any overpayment. 


Change of plans: 

Funds are granted for the specific purpose presented 
in the application. If in the course of conducting his 
research the grantee considers it desirable to change 
his plans and to divert funds from one budget item 

to another, he should request permission to do so 
from the Council; sympathetic consideration will be 
given to such requests when adequate justification is 
presented. 


Scholarship period: 

The award period is defined as beginning on the date 
the research activity actually commences. Award 
holders are given an opportunity to confirm the real 
starting-date of the activity for which the funds have 
been provided. 


Final report: 

A final report of progress must be submitted to the 
Council no later than three months after the comple- 
tion of the research project. 


Award holders are requested to acknowledge assis- 
tance from the Killam Program in any publication 
resulting from a scholarship.

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Killam Post-Doctoral Research 
Scholarships 


Purpose: 

Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are offered on 
a competitive basis. Their purpose is to foster freely 
initiated inter-disciplinary work combining a scho- 
lar’s area of specialization with any other field of 
study. Research projects must be well formulated and 
should require no more than two years’ work. A maxi- 
mum of six new scholarships may be awarded each 
year, but the Canada Council reserves the right to 
offer scholarships only to those applicants whose 
presentations meet the standards established for this 
program. 


It is expected that applicants will be working under 
the supervision and guidance of a senior adviser in 
the chosen field and will make the necessary affiliation 
arrangements. 


While a scholarship holder may use a portion of his 
scholarship to acquire new skills, his primary purpo- 
ses should be to carry out a research project and not 
to undergo training or re-training. No support is given 
for direct continuation of doctoral work, even if the 
candidate has undertaken cross-disciplinary work 
for his doctoral dissertation. 


Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are intended to 
foster independent research, and not to bring re- 
search personnel to a university, institute or depart- 
ment. 


Eligible candidates: 

The Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are inten- 
ded primarily to meet the needs of young scholars who 
have completed their doctoral studies within the three 
years prior to the time of application. Both Canadian 
citizens and landed immigrants in Canada are eligible 
whether or not they are attached to a university. 


Applicants need not hold a Ph.D. degree at the time 
of application, but they must complete all doctoral 
requirements, including the oral examination, by June 
1st of the subsequent year. 


Canadian citizens who completed their doctoral stu- 
dies in Canada or, having done doctoral work abroad, 
have resided in Canada for the past two complete 
years, may hold a scholarship either at a Canadian 
institution or, if sufficient justification is presented, 

at an institution abroad. 


Canadian citizens who did their doctoral studies 
abroad and who have not resided in Canada for the 
past two complete years may hold this scholarship 
only at a Canadian institution. 


Landed immigrants must have completed their 
doctoral studies in Canada and must have been 
resident in the country for a least two years; they may 
hold the scholarship only at a Canadian institution. 
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How to apply: 

Applications must be submitted before the closing 
date on Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholarship 
forms. Only one copy is required. The applicant 
should keep a duplicate copy in his own files. Upon 
receipt of an application, a copy of the first page will 
be returned to the applicant. On it will be stamped an 
application number which should be used in all fur- 
ther communications concerning the application. 


Letters will not be accepted in lieu of properly com- 
pleted application forms. 


Applications must be typed, and should bear the sig- 
nature of an authorized officer on behalf of the uni- 
versity at which the applicant plans to carry out his 
research, to indicate the university’s awareness of 
the research and its willingness to administer the 
scholarship. The application must also bear the 
adviser’s signature. 


Each applicant must arrange for three letters of re- 
ference, to be sent directly to the Council by the 
referees. 


Unsuccessful applications will not be transferred to 
other programs or granting agencies. 


Closing date: 

Applications tenable in a given calendar year must 
be received by October 1st in the preceding year. 
Letters of reference must be received by October 
15th. Applications or letters of reference postmarked 
later than these dates will not be accepted. 


Length of tenure: 

The Canada Council is willing to support projects for 
up to two years. Requests for renewal must be ac- 
companied by a full report of activities. Renewal of 
the award for the second year will be contingent upon 
satisfactory progress by the applicant. 


Value: 

The Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships may be 
tenable for up to two years at an annual stipend of 
$10,000. Necessary travel and research costs will also 
be supported, as well as family transportation costs 
to the place of tenure. 


Cumulation of awards: 

Holders of Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholar- 
ships will be permitted to retain additional awards to 
amaximum amount of 25% of the scholarship stipend 
and to spend a maximum of 100 hours of their time 
during the calendar year on activities other than the 
research project supported by a Post-Doctoral 
Research Scholarship. 
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Payment of scholarship: 

Awards will be paid to the university or institution 
with which the recipient is to be associated. They are 
to be disbursed to or on behalf of the scholarship 
holder for the purposes specified in his application. 
The first instalment is issued upon request for pay- 
ment. Later instalments will be paid upon receipt of 
a request, accompanied by a statement of expendi- 
tures to date and a brief account of the activities 
Carried out during the preceding period. 


The award will be automatically terminated if the 
recipient moves to another country or to another uni- 
versity before completion of the project. 


A scholarship holder shall be liable to reimburse the 
Council for any overpayment. 


Scholarship period: 

The scholarship period begins on the date the reci- 
pient establishes residence at the host university 
rather than the date of the Council’s decision. 


Final report: 

A final report of progress must be submitted to the 
Council not later than three months after the comple- 
tion of the research project. 


Scholarship holders are requested to acknowledge 
assistance from the Killam Program of the Canada 
Council in any publication resulting from a Post- 
Doctoral Research Scholarship.

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The Izaak Walton Killam Memorial 
Scholarships 


These scholarships reflect the interest of Mrs. Dorothy 
J. Killam in science, engineering, and medicine. They 
are intended as awards of high prestige to honour 
and assist distinguished Canadian research workers, 
whether in industry, government agencies, universi- 
ties, or elsewhere. 


There will be up to three awards a year, for science, 
engineering and medicine. 


The awards offer up to $30,000 a year but are not 
intended to cover research equipment, staff or secre- 
tarial costs. 


Only Canadian citizens are eligible. The scholarships 
are tenable in Canada but this does not preclude 
travel abroad that is incidental and necessary to the 
research activity. Extensions for a second year will 
be considered. 


Application may be made in the form of a letter. 


Applications for I|.W. Killam Memorial Scholarships 
must be endorsed by the principal officer of the 
applicant’s institution, and be accompanied by a brief 
description of the research to be undertaken. 


Successful candidates will be chosen by the Killam 
Committee. 


Applications must be received by October 7st. Appli- 
cants will be informed of the Council’s decision 
5 months after that date.
